To Whom It May Concern,

Enclosed are several documents relevant to this Request for an Advisory Opinion as to
whether the Green Council of the Green Party of New Mexico qualifies as a State party
committee of the Green Party of New Mexico. These documents include the Uniform State
Rules of the Green Party of New Mexico and documents relating to the campaigns of Carol
Miller in 1997 for U. S. Representative; the campaign of John A. (Jack) Uhrich for U. S.

X Representative in 1996; the campaign of Abraham Gutmann for U. S. Senate in 1996; and the
campaign of Rex Johnson for U. S. Representative in 1994. Also included with this
ocumentation is an “Affiliation Agreement” entered into between the Green Party of New
Mexico and the Association of State Green Parties founded in November of 1996 at Middleburg
Virginia. Also enclosed are recent copies of the Green Council minutes which are circulated
throughout the various chapters of the New Mexico Green Party.

The Green Party of New Mexico operates between general Convention meetings through
the Green Council of the Green Party of New Mexico. The Green Council consists of "members
from all Local Organizations and Unorganized Locals" of the Green Party of New Mexico. The
purpose of the Council is to:

serve as the executive committee to the State Party organization. It has authority to act
as the State Convention in between Convention meetings with the exception of Rules
and Platform changes. (See Uniform State Rules of the Green Party of New Mexico
(1997) at 7)

The Green Party of New Mexico is a state affiliate of the Association of State Green
Parties (ASGP). Under its affiliation agreement with the ASGP the New Mexico Green Party is
required to elect two delegates (one female, and one male if possible) to serve in a decision-
making role with the Association of State Green Parties at general meetings of its Coordinating
Committee. Under the affiliation agreement, the Green Party of New Mexico has adopted the
provisional Bylaws of the ASGP, which govern State Party participation on issue committees,
the Coordinating Committee and the Steering Committee. The New Mexico Green Party has
also agreed to pursue activities commensurate with the day to day operation of a state political
party including voter registration, fund raising and support of candidates for State, local and
federal offices.
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The Green Party of New Mexico has run the following candidates for federal office:

In 1994 Rex Johnson was chosen as the Green Party candidate for U. S. Representative,
2nd District. His candidacy was endorsed by the New Mexico Green Party State Convention.

In 1996 Jack Uhrich was chosen as the Green Party candidate for U. S. Representative,
1st District. His candidacy was endorser,by the New Mexico Green Party and he won final
nomination in a contested Green Party primary election.

In 1996 Abraham Gutmann was chosen as the Green Party candidate for U. S. Senate.
His candidacy was endorsed by the New Mexico Green Party and he won final nomination in a
contested Green Party primary election.

In 1997 Carol Miller was chosen as the Green Party candidate for U.S. Representative,
3" District (special election). Her candidacy was endorsed by the State Convention of the New
Mexico Green Party.

The Green Party of New Mexico is also the only "third" party in New Mexico history to
achieve "major party status" pursuant to the New Mexico election code. This has enabled the
New Mexico Green Party to hold primaries for the selection of general election candidates.

In Advisory Opinion 1992-30, the Federal Election Commission determined the elements-
necessary to qualify and organization as a state committee. The first requirement was the
existence of a state affiliate agreement which "delineates activities commensurate with the day-
to-day operation of [a political party] on a State level." (See A.0. 1992-30, 1996-27 and 1995-
49.) The definition of State committee also requires the existence of a political party.

We believe that the New Mexico Green Party qualifies as a "political party". Under 2
U.S.C. § 431(16), a political party is defined as an association, committee, or organization
which nominates a candidate for election to any Federal office whose name appears on the
election ballot as the candidate of such association, committee, or organization. The four
candidates mentioned earlier in this communication; namely Rex Johnson, Jack Uhrich and
Abraham Gutmann, and Carol Miller appeared on the ballot for federal offices as candidates of
the New Mexico Green Party. We believe that this qualifies the New Mexico Green Party as a
“political party".

We also believe that the Green Party of New Mexico's Green Council and other
subordinate entities qualify as a "State committee". The Uniform State Rules of the New Mexico
Green Party delineate activities commensurate with the day-to-day operation of the Green Party
within the State of New Mexico.
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The Uniform State Rules state that they were adopted by the Annual Gathering of the
Green Party of New Mexico in 1995 to amend, replace and supersede in their entirety
any and all existing Rules for the organizing and governing of the New Mexico Green
Party, beginning thirty (30) days after the filing of this document with the Secretary of
State of the State of New Mexico. (See Uniform State Rules at 1)

In addition, the State Rules prov:de that:

The Ten Key Values shall remain embodied in the internal structure and process and
public activities of the Green Party of New Mexico at its State and Local levels. (See
Uniform State Rules at 1)

Furthermore, the Uniform State Rules provide a process for:
(1) Electing Presidential Electors (See Page 6),
(2) Electing Officers of the New Mexico Green Party (See Page 4),
(3) Defining Local Organizations and Unorganized Locals (See Page 5);
(4) Delineating Membership and Voting for State Conventions (See Page 6); and
(5) Holding Pre-primary Conventions of the New Mexico Green Party (See Page 9).

We also believe that the granting of State committee status to the Green Party of New
Mexico and its subordinate bodies is consistent with the granting of State committee status to
the Green Party of New York State (in Advisory Opinion 1996-43). We would note that in the
instant request, the Green Party of New Mexico is a "major party” within the State of New
Mexico and has run several candidates for State and federal offices in contrast to the one
candidate claimed by the Green Party of New York State.

In addition, the national organization with which the Green Party of New Mexico has
affiliated - the Association of State Green Parties (ASGP) - was founded as an organization
entirely based on autonomous, independent state parties. The ASGP consists of a Coordinating
Committee (composed of two representative delegates from each state party), and a Steering
Committee (composed of five individuals elected by the Coordinating Committee). This
organization operates to establish a national electoral framework for political campaigns and the
qualification of State parties for State party committee status.
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We thus submit this Request for an Advisory Opinion on the question of whether the
Green Party of New Mexico and its constituent, subordinate entities qualify as a State
committee of a political party.

We thank you for your immediate attention to this important matter.

It is also agreed that the NMGP will make its best efforts to nominate candidates for State, local
and federal offices.

It is also agreed that the NMGP shall operate according to the bylaws of the NMGP as ﬁled w:th
New Mexicc ' Secretary of State.

The following representatives of the NMGP, acting pursuant to the Bylaws of the Green Party of
New Mexico, swear that they are empowered to enter into this affiliation agreement with the Association
of State Green Parties.

Media pundits are calling 1996 the year
of the third party, but New Mexicans got
wise two years ago. Since voters demanded
another choice two years ago, the Green
Party has been building up its base here
and hopes 1o set an example for the rest of
the country.

a ripple to a storm

Among the many dynamic discus-
sions that take place within the vital di-
versity of views inside the Green Party
is one that might be characterized in
Buddhist terms: Do we follow the
“gradual” or “sudden” path of enlight-
enment?

The Buddhist do not choose. They
accept both paths simultaneously,
which of course is the only wise or
green thing to do. The gradual path of
steady party-building though activism
and community empowerment is a con-
tinuous commitment that never lets up.
Meanwhile, every so often, there is the
opportunity for the sudden flash, the
satori, the breakthrough, that can cat-
alyze large-scale shifts of conscious-
ness.

In politics, as you might expect,
these opportunities tend to clump
around election campaigns. But as you
might not expect, you don’t necessarily
have to win an election to cause a
meaningful catalytic ripple.

Out here in the outback of Ameri-
can politics, the Greens of New Mexico
are poised to deliver a catalytic tsunami
to the stagnant Sargasso Sea of two-

party politics-as-usual that most of the rest
of America is still adrift upon.

In 1994, we left a permanent mark on
New Mexico history and changed the po-
litical dialogue here, merely by breaking
10% in a handful of statewide races.

In 1996 with Ralph Nader likely to end
up on more than 40 state ballots as the
Green Party candidate for President, tak-
ing the Green message into prime time na-
tionally, the impact of Green successes in
New Mexico and elsewhere will extend
into the national consciousness and be-
yond.

In 1994, Greens were squarely up
against the “spoiler” argument in two of
the three statewide races and received only
10% of the vote instead of the over 25%
that had expressed “preference” for Greens
in the polls. This year, in 1996, there is no
spoiler argument to be made against us.
Greens could be starting with 25% of the
actual vote this time, not just a preference.

Needless to say, 25% in a statewide
race by a third party would stun the politi-
cal establishment and would cause Ameri-
can voters the peer into New Mexico poli-
tics to see what all the hoopla was about.

We New Mexico Greens have two big
opportunilies, two big jobs ahead of us.:

It is based on values like social
justice, ecology, grassroots democracy and non-
violence.

In the United States and over 70 countries
worldwide, Greens have formed into political
parties. These Green Parties stand on two legs:
one in electoral work through candidates,
initistives and referenda, and one in community
projects and grassroots soclal change movements.

In the United States, Greens have had great
success in local elections. Currently Greens

hold elected municipal or county seats in Alaska,
Arkansas, Arizona, California, Colorado, Hawal'l,
Maine, Minnesota, Missouri, New Mexico, New
York, North Carolina, and Wisconsin.

This refers to your letter dated September 27, 1997 (received October 28, 1997),
which requests advice concerning application of the Federal Election Campaign Act of
1971, as amended ("the Act"), to the possible status of the Green Council of the Green
Party of New Mexico (“the Green Council”) as the State party committee of the Green
Party of New Mexico (“the State Party™).

As evidence of your possible status, you submit a copy of the Council’s affiliation
agreement with the Association of State Green Parties signed by State Party officers, a
copy of the State Party’s news letter, and certificates showing the official ballot returns of
various Federal candidates listed on these ballots as Green Party candidates.

The Act authorizes the Commission to issue an advisory opinion in response to a
"complete written request” from any person with respect to a specific transaction or
activity by the requesting person. 2 U.S.C. §437f{a). Commission regulations explain
that such a request "shall include a complete description of all facts relevant to the
specific transaction or activity with respect to which the request is made." 11 CFR
112.1(c).

Your inquiry requires a more complete description of the facts in order to proceed
with an advisory opinion. Therefore, please provide the following information:

1. Your request quotes the State Party’s Bylaws. This document was 5(\

inadvertently left out of your submission. Please provide a copy of these bylaws, as well
as any other governing documents for the Green Council and the State Party.

2. Your letter indicates an affiliation with the Association of State Green Parties.
Please indicate the relationship, if any, between your organization and Greens/Green
Party USA, the requester in Advisory Opinion 1996-35 (copy enclosed). Also indicate
the relationship, if any, between your organization and the New York State Green Party,
the requester in Advisory Opinion 1996-43 (copy enclosed) which is cited in your
submission. Describe your organization’s relationship with any other political
organization within the Green political movement in the State of New Mexico or any
other national political Green movement organization. A letter from the Association of
State Green Parties or any other national party organization recognizing your committee’s
claim to State Party status should be provided.

3. As noted above, your request lists Green Party Federal candidates who attained
ballot access in New Mexico. Provide signed statements from these candidates showing
-support or affinity with the Green Council’s attempt to gain State Party committee status.

Any letter submitted should be signed, should identify the author as a current or past
Green Party candidate for Federal office, should acknowledge the authority of the Green
Council to represent the Green Party in New Mexico and should state that candidate’s
support for the Green Council’s request for State party committee status. All such letters
should be provided to you, and you should then submit them to this office.

Upon receiving your responses to the foregoing request for additional information
and documents, this office and the Commission will give further consideration to your
inquiry in the advisory process. If there are any questions concerning the advisory
opinion process or this letter, please contact Michael Marinelli, at (202) 219-3400.

Your letter to us dated November 4, 1997 in response to our letter to the FEC
dated September 27, 1997 requests additional information to proceed with an advisory
opinion for State party committee status for the Green Party of New Mexico. The
following information should be added to our file in order to assist you in your opinion.

1) Our New Mexico Green Party Bylaws/Uniform State Rules have been
forwarded to you by separate cover and should have been received by this
date. These Bylaws are on file with the New Mexico Secretary of State. It
might be noted again that the Green Party of New Mexico is a “major party”
in New Mexico, the first third party in our state history to achieve this
standing.

2) In response to your question to “indicate the relationship, if any, between your
organization and the Greens/Green Party USA”, the Green Party of New
Mexico and the Green Council of the Green Party of New Mexico are not
affiliated with the Greens/Green Party USA. The Green Party of New Mexico
does not recognize the Greens/Green Party USA as the legitimate national

" organization of the Green Party in the United States. In response to your
question to “indicate the relationship, if any, between your organization and
the New York State Green Party [sic], th- requester in Advisory Opinion
1996-43, the Advisory Opinion 1996-43 was submitted by the organization
“Green Party of New York State” (GPONYS). See Advisory Opinion 1996-43
at 1 (stating that the request inquired into the “possible status of the operations
of the Green Party of New York as a State party committee of the Green Party
of New York™). The Green Party of New Mexico and the Green Council of
the Green Party of New Mexico do not maintain any relationship with the
Green Party of New York State. In response to your question to “[D]escribe
your organization’s relationship with any other political organization within
the Green political movement in the State of New Mexico or any other
national political Green movement organization”, the Green Party of New
Mexico is solely affiliated with the Association of State Green Parties (ASGP)
at the national level. A letter from the ASGP is being sent to you, by separate

cover, recognizing our committee’s claim to State Party status. The Green Party of New
Mexico does not maintain any relationship with any other political organization within
the Green political movement in the state of New Mexico or nationally.

3) As requested in your letter, accompanying our response are letters from Green Party
Federal candidates who have attained ballot access in New Mexico. These letters attest to
the signer’s candidacy, acknowledge the authority of the Green Council to represent the
Green Party in New Mexico, and state the candidate’s support for the Green Council’s
request for State party committee status.

We trust that upon receiving the information requested the advisory opinion
process will be completed and State party committee status conferred on the Green Party
of New Mexico.
